ment, the project also includes a new 
terrace seating area adjacent to the 
music practice rooms, improvements 
to the upper terrace landscaping and 
a 1,632-square-foot renovation within 
the administrative music building.

The CSU opposes 
the bill because of — 
possible ‘political 
bias.’s

Legislation that would double the 
number of student and faculty repre- 
sentatives on the Cal State University 
Board of Trustees passed in the State 
Senate Education Committee on a 6-2 
vote last week. 

Senate Bill 1515 would also add two 
nonacademic CSU employees to the 
board. 

“This bill gives a greater voice to 
the real stakeholders of the CSU sys- 
tem — the students, the faculty, and 
the employees of the 23 campuses,” 
Kim Geron, California Faculty Asso- 
ciation vice president and political sci- 
ence professor at CSU East Bay, said in 
a press release. 

CFA has pushed for the bill ever 
since it helped Sen. Leland Yee (D-San 
Francisco) introduce it in February. 

Yee’s bill would amend Section 
66602 of the Education Code, which 
establishes that the board be composed 
of 25 members, including five specified 
ex officio members, a representative of 
alumni associations, 16 members ap- 
pointed by the governor, and two CSU 
students and one CSU faculty member 
also appointed by the governor. 
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ASI may add Veterans 
Affairs cabinet position

A resolution to create a new cabi- 
net position for Veterans Affairs 
passed on its first reading during last 
Wednesday’s Senate meeting. 

The resolution, sponsored by Sen- 
ator-at-large Jason Neas, proposed a 
bylaw amendment to give Veterans 
Affairs an official cabinet role in As- 
sociated Students Inc. 

Currently, there is no designated 
position to promote or support events 
relating to this demographic, accord- 
ing to the resolution. 

ASI President Lucy Nguyen ap- 


pointed David Rose as the assistant 
secretary to Internal Affairs/Veterans 
Affairs because she recognized that 
he had a military background. 

Nguyen also noticed that ASI did 
not have veteran representation in the 
cabinet. 

“Basically, I have no specific job 
duties listed in the bylaws,” Rose said. 
“T was essentially my own entity. 
There’s no official position, so that’s 
why I’m assistant to internal affairs. 
Lucy [Nguyen] created this position.” 

Nguyen asked Rose to find out what 
issues student veterans face and if it 
was necessary to create a cabinet po- 
sition. 

“She couldn’t just create a position 
because, first of all, it takes a bylaw 
amendment, and second of all, she 
didn’t know if there was a need,” Rose 
said.

anti-abortion activists

On two separate occasions, students 
assaulted Genocide Awareness Project 
anti-abortion activists last week, Uni- 
versity Police Capt. Scott Brown said. 

Both students, 21-year-old lan 
Schenck and 22-year-old Madison 
Witte, were caught spitting on vol- 
unteers at the anti-abortion campaign 
that was located near the Speaker’s 
Platform across from the University 
Bookstore, Brown said. 

In one incident, Witte rode past GAP 
staff on her bike and spit on a volun- 
teer, Brown said. Schenck had spit on a 
worker’s face as he walked past GAP’s 
set up, Brown said. 

In both cases, other staff members 
followed the suspects until University 
Police arrived on scene, Brown said. 
The victims requested a private per- 
son’s arrest. Schenck and Witte were 
criminally cited and released, Brown 
said. 


May Day fliers damage library 

Fliers and stickers were glued in sev- 
eral locations on the first floor of the 
University Library on April 24 at about 
2 p.m., Brown said. 

The advertisements promoted the 
May Day protests on May 1 and were 
promptly taken down as they caused 
damage to the windows and walls of the 
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president of Physical Planning .and 
Facilities Management. “As a donor- 
funded project, the money for the Cole 
Project was- provided and focused on 
the music department.” 

The Pyramid locker rooms project, 
which was funded by a donation to the 
Athletics Department, will be com- 
pleted by July of this year.

The incident started with a verbal 
argument when the suspect left his ve- 
hicle and was yelling at the victim who 
was still in his car, Brown said. 

The verbal exchange turned violent 
when the suspect swung at the victim, 
Brown said. The victim decided to file 
a report at the University Police station

Chapin said via email that the bill 
violates Education Code Section 
66607, which states “that the CSU be 
free from all political and sectarian 
influence, including the appointment 
of trustees and in the administration 
of its affairs.” 

According to Chapin, because fac- 
ulty, represented staff and students 
are directly affected by policy created 
by the board, increasing the appoint- 
ments of these groups while decreas- 
ing the board’s public membership 
“could result in increased political/ 
sectarian influence and bias.”

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worked with Marshall Thomas, direc- 
tor of Veterans Affairs services and 
Veterans Network (VetNet), and spoke 
to student veterans to see what issues 
they faced. 

Once the need for this cabinet posi- 
tion was established, Neas, Rose and 
Nguyen began working on the resolu- 
tion with ASI Vice President Stephen 
Thomas. 

According to the resolution, the 
secretary for Veterans Affairs shall be 
responsible for representing and pro- 
moting awareness of veterans, military 
dependents, active duty, national guard 
and reserve service members, in order 
to strengthen the knowledge and rela- 
tionship between current and former 
members of the service, their families 
and the campus as a whole. 

“If there’s no official position then 
how can ASI help veterans? They can’t, 
so that’s why we have this resolution,” 
Rose said. 

One of the biggest issues found was 
that Student Orientation, Advising and 
Registration (SOAR) clashed with the 
priority registration that veterans re- 
ceive. 

“Priority registration and SOAR is a 
big issue that ASI can handle, because 
Lucy and ASI have a good relation- 
ship with SOAR,” Rose said. “That’s 
something we can go to them for and 
say, ‘Hey, how can we take care of this? 
How can we make this work?’” 

Senate Bill 272 was implemented in 
2007, and it gave veteran students pri- 


ority registration if they had completed 
active federal service in the last two 
years. In 2010, the law expanded its 
term to four years. 

According to Thomas, veteran stu- 
dents receive an earlier registration 
date than non-veteran students. 

“The main reason that the state has 
done this is because student veterans 
can use the GI Bill,” Thomas said. “In 
order be able to use the GI Bill, they’re 
required to be in 12 units if they want 
to receive their full housing allowance.” 

According to Thomas, Cal State 
Long Beach has few students currently 
on active duty. 

“We do know for sure that we have 
well over 326 veterans on campus,” 
Thomas said. “In fact, we estimate that 
we probably have close to 400 veterans 
on campus.” 

According to Thomas, CSULB had 
1.5 percent veteran students enrolled 
during fall 2010. 

“I’m happy that we were able to cre- 
ate this position and give a voice to a 
constituency that should’ve have had a 
voice on this campus for decades,” Rose 
said. 

Because the cabinet position is new, 
the May 2 application will be extended 
if the Senate approves the position with 
a two-third majority during its third 
reading, Rose said. 

“We're not excluding anyone,” Rose 
said. “This is an equal opportunity, but 
in order to have the job be done right, 
in my opinion, they should be a vet- 
eran.”

Drive and Pine Avenue. The pro- 
testers’ goal was to shut down traf- 
fic by going downtown in buses and 
caravanning with bicycles and cars 
behind the buses. 

After all directions were given, 
the protesters chanted, “Students 
united, we'll never be defeated.” 

May Day protests date back to 
the 1880s, when there were inter- 
national labor strikes to recognize 
an eight-hour workday. May Day is 
also known as International -Work- 
er’s Day. 

The general strike flyer promot- 
ing the rally in Long Beach stated: 
“No work. No school. No shopping. 
No banking. No trading.”

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Shortening term limits would adversely affect California politics 


Dysfunction reigns in California politics. 

The Golden State’s plagued by constant fiscal 
tribulations, leading to huge cuts to services and 
education. 

The legislature just can’t seem to rectify the 
situation. Some in the state think that part of the 
problem is that legislature’s terms are still too 
long, so they have proposed further shortening 
them. 

Prop. 28, which is on the June ballot in Cali-- 
fornia, would amend the California constitution 
to reduce legislators’ time to 12 years from 14. 
Legislators would be able to spendiit all in one 
house or a combination of houses. _ 

Currently, Assembly members can serve up to 
three two-year terms and Senate members can 
serve two four-year terms. 

These term limits may seem like sensible 
limits on legislative power, but they are actually 
detrimental to California politics. 

The debate over term limits harks back to the 
disagreements between the anti-federalists and 
the federalists during the framing of the U.S. 


Constitution. 

The anti-federalists were worried about a 
corrupt legislature, so they thought that limiting 
the amount of time politicians could spend in the 
legislature would diminish the chances of these 
politicians becoming corrupt and detached from 
the people they represent. 

They failed to consider that corrupt politics can 
be a product of corrupt people, no matter the time 
served in office. . 

Conversely, the federal- 
ists realized that in order 
to effectively legislate, 
legislators needed political 
experience. 5 

The intricacies of the legislative process and 
political issues require extensive knowledge and 
practice, none of which can be gained in a short 
period. 

Yet in California people seem to expect the 
legislature — which is naturally a deliberative 
body — to correctly assess the issues and pass 
legislation when they have to start campaigning 
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for reelection after barely beginning their terms. 

A 2011 study highlighted by commenta- 
tor George Skelton confirmed this when it was 
discovered that when compared to legislators un- 
hampered by term limits, today’s legislators have 
less experience and knowledge of political issues, 
which breeds dependence on staff members and 
lobbyists. 

This dependence on lobbyists necessitated by 
term limits is troubling for the state. Because 
politicians have barely any 
time to learn their trade, 
they inevitably rely on lob- 
byists to teach them about 
the process and the issues. 

Lobbyists, many of whom have been in office, 


often have more experience than these legislators. 


These lobbyists have great sway over the political 
process. 

Even without term limits lobbyists exert | 
great influence over politicians, but when these 
legislators have barely any knowledge or political 
experience, the lobbyists have even greater influ- 
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ence and power. 

Another consequence of term limits, and the 
inevitablé reliance on lobbyists that it engenders, 
is a reduction in accountability. 

With almost constant legislative turnover, it’s 
difficult for the public to assess legislators’ per- 
formance and hold them accountable for policies. 

As Publius forcefully argued in the Federalist 
Papers, it’s difficult to gauge the effectiveness of 
a policy in a short period. 

Furthermore, the federalists argued that it’s 
easier to hold politicians accountable when they 
have longer terms because people have enough 
time.to assess the policy as it’s been fully imple- 
mented. 

So, if voters want their legislators to be more 
effective, accountable, and less reliant on lobby- 
ists, they should focus on issues actually contrib- 
uting to the political madness in California. They 
should not worry about frivolous mechanisms 
like term limits.

She had never taken a 3D 
metals class before attending Cal State 
Long Beach, but her now running ex- 
hibit “Sunder” in the Merlino Gallery 
displays 14 intricately detailed pieces 
comparable to a professional level. 

Walking into the gallery, one is 
drawn in by the back wall, which holds 
an installation of: iridescent white 
bronze cast nipples. Underneath the 
white strands of beads that hang from 
each casting is a coral pink female uter- 
us, which displays the same amount of 
fancy and iridescence as the surround- 
ing female body parts. 

The narrow gallery walls hold new 
art pieces and stories derived from 
common objects, some found and oth- 
ers as gifts from friends. One piece, 
“The Busy Bee has no Time for Sor- 
row,” creates a new home for a dead 
honey bee, consisting of a complex hon- 
eycomb pattern, sparkling with yellow 


and gold rhinestones. 

She used multiple layers of copper 
and bronze panels to showcase the busy 
world of the bee’s home. She works in 
conflicting ideas of being busy versu 
dwelling on the past. : 

“Tt became a self portrait about how I 
work,” Hornyak said. 

Inspiration for the piece came from a 
bee that was given to Hornyak as a gift 
from a friend about two years ago. 

“She found it on the ground already 
posed,” she said. 

Hornyak enjoys working with in- 
sects and incorporating them into her 
sculptures. Her piece “Tiny Savior,” 
puts a dung beetle in the center of a 
glass case, decorating it with ornate 
gold and purple jewelry, resembling a 
certain degree of royalty. 

After doing research on underappre- 
ciated animals, Hornyak wanted to el- 
evate the dung beetle to a higher status. 

“Historically, dung beetles get rid of 
waste material,” she said. “Their role is 
actually valuable.” 

Hornyak puts in a great amount of 
thought and time into each piece, start- 
ing out with research for each idea then 
crafting and perfecting the work to 
fully encapsulate the idea. The con- 
ceptual approach to art in her classes 
opened her up to creating work that has 
more meaning than just being made for 
aesthetic reasons. 

Hornyak will attend the 2012 So- 
ciety of North American Goldsmiths 
Conference in Arizona, which brings 
together jewelry makers and show- 
cases their works in juried éxhibitions. 
This summer, she plans to teach 11-to- 
16-year-olds at an arts camp in Con- 
necticut.The student art galleries are 
open from noon to 5 p.m. Mondays 
through Thursdays between the FA2 
and FA3 buildings. ;

‘The Fix’ production

The rock musical 
observes the rise 
and fall of a young 
politician.

Filled with drama over drugs and 
politics, the West Coast premiere of the 
rock musical “The Fix” occurred last 
weekend at the International City The- 
atre. This political based rock musical 
takes a look at a family desperate to get 
into the White House. 

This musical first opened in Lon- 
don in 1997, and has had a long jour- 
ney since its conception. Like the main 
character, Calvin Chandler (Adam 
Simmons), this show has been altered 
by its creators until its approval for the 
public eye. 

The plot revolves around the Chan- 
dler family’s attempts at getting into the 
White House. After the head of the fam- 
ily, Reed Chandler (William T. Lewis), 
unexpectedly dies just moments before 
his victory in the race, his wife Violet 
Chandler (Alix Korey) pledges to get 
her son to be President. With the help 
of his uncle and his campaign manager 
Grahame Chandler (Sal Mistretta), Cal 
is prepped for a life in the public eye. 

Drama ensues since Cal does not 
want to go into politics and becomes 
entangled with drugs, adultery and 


gangsters. His family members are also 
riddled with drama like his mother Vio- 
let’s adulterous past and his Uncle Gra- 


- hame’s hidden homosexuality. 


The title of this production refers 
to how each character gets their fix. 
For example, Cal has substance abuse 
issues. It can also refer to how, at one 
point, Grahame and Cal make a deal 
with a gangster in attempt to fix this 
upcoming gubernatorial election. 

With the election at the end of the 
year, the themes of this show are ex- 
tremely relevant. They make the audi- 
ence think about who they are putting 
into office. : 

Cal sings one of his speeches in song 
called “I See the Future.” Although the 
song is touching, it shows how politi- 
cians can simply say things without 
thought or knowledge of their words or 
actions. It truly makes the patrons con- 
sider how the political system works, 
and the pros and cons of the democratic 
system. 

Mostly done in song, this show is 
fast-paced and entertaining, with a 
talented ensemble that plays multiple 
characters throughout the show. 

There are a few changes for this pro- 
duction that differ from the original. A 
major one is that they reduced the cast 
from 19 to nine. However, the small 
cast is able to pull off the show with 
plenty of energy. 

Some notable performances come 
from Korey, whose schemes and secrets 


make for interesting plot twists. She is © 


hilarious in her obvious hatred toward 
her adulterous late husband, and is 
quite the power-player in dealing with 
Grahame and her son. Her no-nonsense

Other stand-out elements of this pro- 
duction are the lights and set design. 
The proscenium of the thrust stage is 
shadowed by silhouettes of people that 
give the illusion of the Chandler fam- 
ily constantly being in the public eye. 
There is also a box in the center down 
stage that hold some separate scene- 


like flashbacks. 

Riddled with drama, comedy and 
rock music, “The Fix” can be a fix for 
anyone interested in a new musical. 
Although around two hours long, this 
show goes by quickly, watching the rise 
and fall of the young politician.

Team wins Coach of 
the Year and Player of 
the Year honors.

The Long Beach State women’s ten- 
nis team has cleaned up the Big West 
Conference’s awards. 

Senior Anais Dallara was named Big 
West Player of the Year after she went 
undefeated in singles against confer- 
ence opponents. 

Dallara went 10-0 against Big West 
opponents and the three-time first- 
team All-Big West selection set a num- 
ber of LBSU records this season. 

Her 29 wins this season are the most 
in school history for a single season. 
She also has 97 career wins, which is 
also a 49er record.

_ After a three-game sweep of Cal 
State Northridge last weekend that put 
the Long Beach State baseball team in 
first place in the Big West Conference 
standings, the Dirtbags will play an 
out of conference series against Loyola 
Marymount. 

Two of the games will be at Blair 
Field, while one of the games will be 
on the road at the LMU’s Page Stadium. 

The Dirtbags won’t look forward to 
going back to Page Stadium, however, 
as a late error cost them a game against 
the Lions back on April 17 at that very 
same field. 

In that 5-4 loss, sophomore left field- 
er Johnny Bekakis paced the LBSU 
offense with three hits in four at bats. 
Junior shortstop Matt Duffy went 1-for- 
2 with two RBI, while sophomore first 
baseman Jeff Yamaguchi went 2-for-3 
with an RBI. 

The Dirtbags used six pitchers in that 
game with sophomore reliever Jon Ma- 


ciel-taking the loss after pitching two 
innings. Maciel allowed Lions short- 
stop Joey Boney to reach base on a bunt 
single in the bottom of the ninth. 

After retiring the next two LMU bat- 
ters, a wild pitch allowed Boney to ad- 
vance to second base. Second baseman 
Cullen Mahoney then singled in Boney 
to seal the victory over LBSU. 

The Dirtbags are 5-2 since their loss 
to the Lions, and head into the series 
with a heightened sense of confidence 
after their sweep of Northridge. 

LMU (21-18, 9-6 West Coast Confer- 
ence) are led by Mahoney on the offen- 
seive end. The junior is batting .297 on 
the season with 18 RBI. Junior catcher 
Colton Plaia provides. the power with 
five homeruns and 27 RBI, he also has 
a .296 batting average on the year. Ju- 
nior outfielder Zac Fujimoto has come 
on strong as of late with a .306 average 
in only 27 games played. 

Freshman starting pitcher Colin 
Welmon lead the Lions. pitching staff 

with a 5-3 record in 11 starts. Welmon 
has a 3.93 ERA with 43 strikeouts in 68 
2/3 innings pitcher. 

Senior relief pitcher Ryan Haw- 
thorne is the main threat out of the bull- 
pen with a 2.19 ERA in 20 appearances 
this season. The left-hander is 4-0 with 
two saves, and has 26 strikeouts in 24 
2/3 innings pitched. 

Friday’s game will be at 5:30 p.m. at 
Blair Field, Saturday’s game will be at 
Page Stadium at 3 p.m., and the team’s 
will return to Blair on Sunday for the 
final game at 6:30 p.m. 
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
